The office of director of music has
had no permanent occupant since the
departure of Dr. W. L. Tomlins, about
& year ago, Mrs. . V. Byram having
been the temporary director.

In addition to being a teacher and
director of musie Mr. Cogswell i= also
a writer on musical subjacts and a
composer. He Is much interested in
schoo 1 orchestras, and is famillar with
all musical instruments in such or-
ganizations.

“During the present year Mrs. C. V.
Byram has been directing the music
of the schools. She undertook to 4o
this special work pending a settlement
of the position at my speclal request
She has given of her time very freely,
has co-operated In every way and has
been of genuine help to us in carrying
along the work,” sald Supt. Thurston
yesterday.

Whaiters’ Union Protestsa.

Protests against teachers of the col-
ored public schools acting as walters
during the summaer vacation were reg-
istered with the board yesterday by
the Waiters’ Unlon. The letter received
by the board concerning this set forth
that "we feel that it {s unfair to us
that men who are empioyed as tsach-
| ors in public schools and departments
' of the government at adequate salaries
should be employed In summer gar-
dens, palm gardens and on excursion
steamsrs.” It was pointed out that it
was during the summer months that
the waiters received the larger part
of their incomes, and that this money
was needed for winter clothes for their
children.

The communication was referred to
the committee on normal, high and
manual training schools.

Permission was granted for the col-
lection of flowers for Memorial day.
All children who have flowers growing
in thelr yards ars requeated each year
to bring them to school, these bouquets
being taken to the cemseteries later and
placed on the graves of soldiers.

Librarians Ask Promotion.

Librarians of the high and normal
schools regquested that they be pro-
moted to class 6 in the salary llst, A
resolution was also received from the
Columbia Heights Citizens' Assoclation
urging an increase In the salary of high
school principals.

That an addition be buflt to the Ta-
koma Park Bchool was urged by a com-
mittee representing the citizens' asso-
ciation of that place. H. C. Gore head-
ed the delegation. The other members
were D. N. Shoemaker and H. C. Skeels,
Harry O. Hine, secratary to the board,
announced he had received §2 without

the name of the sender or the fund for
which it was intended.

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Distinguished Tourists Expected to
Arrive Here From West Next
Wednesday.

Among the entertainments in honer
of the delegation of husiness men of
China who are to reach Washington
Wedneaday, while touring the [Tnited
States to observe business methods
and conditions here and to prombte
friendly relations between the western
hemisphere and the far east, ia a din-
ner to be given Friday evening at the
University Club by the Southernm Com-

mercial Congress.

Inyitations to this dinner were sent
out today by Dr. Clarence .. Owen,
managing director of the Southern
Commercial Congress.

The party of fifteen Chnese who are
viasiting the United States upon the in-
vitation of the Associated Chambers of
Commerce of the Paciflc coast, in re-
turn for a visit pald by American com-
mercial bodies five years ago, includes
some of the most eminent of the Chi-
nese captains of the industry.

Two Special U. S. Representatives.

The United SBtates government has
two special representatives with the
party, E. T. Williams, chief of
the division of far eastern affairs

of the State Department, and K.
C. Parter, commercial agent o‘f the
Department of Commerce. Warren

Manley, secretary on the Pacific coast
represents the Chamber of Commerce
of the United States.

It is hoped by the Chinese them-
selves that this visit will result in a
much closer bond of understanding and
friendship between “the oldest repub-
lic in the world and the youngest.”

Itinerary of Trip.

A trade allilance is= the way the
leader of thizs party, Cheng-Hsun
Chang, puts it. This courteous, pro-
gressive Chinese business man, now in
his seventy-fifth year, who has had
sxperience In every part of China in
all morts of enterprises and is worth
about twenty-five millions of dollars,
advocates the starting of several new
lines of steamers between China and

the United States.

This Chinese commercial delegation
has an itinerary which takes it all
over the Unitad Btates, ending June
30 at San Francisco, and sailing two
days later.

The party is in Chicago today. After
leaving that city the Itinerary is:
Pittsburgh, May 24; Washington, May
26; Baltimore, May 29; Philadelphia,
May 230; New York, June 1; Providence,
June 9; Boston, June 10; Springfield,
June 14; Bchenectady, June 15; Buffalo,
June 18; Cleveland, June 18; 8t. Paul,
June 20; Duluth, June 22; Spokane,
June 25; Seattle, June 6; Portland,
June 28, and San Franclsco, June 30.

Trade Expansion Object of Tour.

The delegation announces that it has
come with the purpose of cultivating
not only closer social but also com-
mercial relations between the two
countries. Bankers, silk and tea mer-
chante and rallroad magnates make up
the party, each man having a special
trade in the interest of which he is
making the long journey.

With but few exceptions, each mem-
ber of the Rnrtr speaks English per-
fectly. At the present time, owing to
the war In Europe and the tension
which still exlsts with Japan, the re-
public of China is unable to purchase
goods that she had been able to pur-
chase in the past. The main object of
this trip i to seek new marketa for
her goods as well as new outlets for
her trade.

This has an artistic title page of vellum,
beautifully engrossed in gold by Dr.
Charles (. Leonard of the library. This
volume is made up of pages of signa-
tures of the officials and employes of
the institution who have for many
yvears heen associated with Mr. Putnam.

Thomas J. Putnam was horn July 4,
1839, in South Danvers, Mass.,
famlly that has been prominent in New
England history for nearly 300 years.
